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In one of the richest farming 


sections of Missouri, in 1857, 
William Tipton Seeley operated 
a store three miles north of the 
present site of Tipton, at what 
was known as Round Hill. There 
he sold all sorts of merchandise 
and also loaned money for there 
was no bank. There were no 
roads leading to the store--folks 
just took off across the country 
to the store. 

The survey for the Pacific 
Railroad (now the Missouri Pa- 
cific Lines) was being made and 
when it was completed in early 
1858, Mr. Seeley surveyed land

The new 
town of Tipton contained the 
following businesses: four dry 
goods stores, three groceries, two 
saddlers, four lumber yards, 
three livery tables, two hotels, 
four doctors, a tailor, a black- 
smith, a jeweler, a dentist, a 
furniture store, a restaurant, and 
tive saloons.

There was a Catholic Church 
here in 1857; a Christian Church 
was organized in 1858; some- 
what prior to 1860 a_ Baptist 
Church was organized; before 
1864 there was a Methodist 
Church here; in 1865 a colored 
Baptist Church was organized; 
in 1867 the Presbyterians start- 
ed a church here. Until a few 
years ago there was a_ colored 
Methodist Church, but it was

: The first hotel was on the site 
of the present Hotel Tipton, but 
burned and was later replaced 
by a part of the building now in 
use. It was later enlarged by 
the owner, William S. Redmon. 
The tire mentioned was in 1868 
and destroyed about a third of 
the business section, from the 
hotel east. In 1873 another fire 
destroyed quite a number of 
business buildings in the block 
west of the hotel. 

In 1860 the “Town of Tipton“ 
was incorporated, the date of the 
Certificate of Incorporation be- 
ing January 10, 1860, these pa- 
pers being intact in the safe at 
the City Hall. 

In 1863 Mr. Seeley died and 
there is now a move being made 
to purchase ana erect a marker 
of good size on the City Hall pro- 
perty to commemorate his found- 
ing of our fine little City. 

The Boonville stage coach car- 
ried mail and passengers until 
1870, when the railroad built a 
branch line to that city and in 
1875 the Versailles stage coach 
was abandoned because the rail- 
road built a branch line to that 
gity. The Boonville-Versailles 
Branch operated until being 
abandoned, and the tracks torn 


up in 1936. The name of the 
Versailles Branch was “Osage 
Valley and Southern Pacific 


Railroad”, but it was never built 
south of Versailles. ; 
The first school was organized 
and classes held in a small brick 
building situated on West Mor- 
gan Street, between Moreau 
Avenue and Pacific Avenue, and 
is now owned by the heirs of the 
late Joseph Heinen. A_ grade 
school was built and maintained 
for colored grade children until 
a few years ago and now they 
attend the Integrated Public 
School. A large brick building, 
three stories, on Howard Street 
and Moreau Avenue was built 
in 1858 and called “Rose ] U 
Seminary’ »..dorwgivls, © It yers 
used during the Civil War |: 
General Fremont as his head- 
quarters for some time. There 
was quite a lot of activity and 
strife in and around ‘Tinton diur- 
Ing the Clvil War. Many social 


| 
activities and balls were held in 
this building while the General 


used it for headquarters. This 
was not the only place where of- 
ficers were housed for there was 
an encampment of the forces of 
men under General Shelby and 
General Rosecrans near the Red- 
mon crossing and a part of what 
is now the Fair Grounds. Colo- 
nel Epstein also had a_ force 
camped here. This Seminary 
building later was purchased by 
the Maclay family as their home 
and it remains in their family 
and used by them for at least a 
part of each year. 

On July 5, 1882, the citizens 
voted to become a City of the 
Fourth Class and we thus be- 
came the “The City of Tipton, 
Missouri,” the president of the 
board at that time being Jacob 
Crone. 

In 1886 George Kister and C. 
C. Maclay went to Jefferson 
City and purchased a used hand 
operated fire pump, for the sum 
of $125, which was the first fire 
apparatus Tipton had. In 1923 
the first fire truck was purchas- 
ed (a model T Ford truck) it be- 
ing a triple combination truck; 
hose, chemical and water pump. 
The water supply came from cis- 
terns and ponds. Edgar M. Car- 
penter was mayor when the pur- 
chase was made, J. J. Brant was 
one of the aldermen and J. A. 
Conn was city clerk. This truck 
was used until 1935, when a new 
truck, of more modern design 
was purchased. It was quite a 
bit larger than the old one, carry- 
ing one thousand feet of fire 
hose, a larger pump and more 
equipment, Jacob Hainen, Jr. 
was mayor at that time. In 
March 1957 a third truck was 
purchased, being of yet more 
modern design and bigger than 
the old one. Virgil Helms was 
mayor when this truck was 
bought and he and the other city 
officers’ decided to keep the old 
truck and thereby have more 
fire protection. A Rural Fire 
Association has been organized 
and a modern fire truck purchas- 
ed for use in the rural sections. 
The City and Rural Association 


work together and with these 
three trucks available we feel 
pretty well protected against 


fires. is 

The first hign schook was built 
in F°OO and has, since 1904, been 
an aeercodited) = four year high 


school. This building was raz- 
ed in 1935 and a modern, well 
equipped grade and high school 
built and occupied in 1937. In 
1956 bonds were voted to build a 
new high school with a modern 
cafeteria, class rooms and a large 
gymnasium. St. Andrew’s Church 
built an auditorium and class 
rooms for the grades and a well 
furnished dining room and kit- 
chen, which is adjacent to their 
church property. 

The first newspaper was pub- 

lished by Chas. E. Habicht. In 
1871 a Mr. Browder published 
the “Tipton Advance”. In 1877, 
A. Marcy & Son established “The 
Tipton Times’’, which has since 
been edited by the following: 
Walt M. Monroe, Russell Mon- 
roe, Joseph Goddard, Everett 
Pizer, E. N.. Pizer and Mrs. 
Thomas W. Miller, who are now 
the editors and publishers. These 
men have all served the com- 
munity and city well, and the 
present publishers deserve a vol- 
ume of praise for their civic and 
community pride, their willing- 
ness to boost Tipton and stand 
behind anything that is good for 
our city. They boost--to one and 
all--always. 
‘In 1910 bonds were voted to 
build a municipal light pkant in 
the amount of $17,500. H. J. 
Becker was mayor when _ the 
plant was built and. Jacob Hein- 
en, Jr., was mayor when _ the 
bonds were voted. The plant 
was operated from four o’clock 
in the evening until eight o’clock 
the next morning, and on Thurs- 
days it was operated until noon 
so that people owning electric 
irons could do the family iron- 
ing. It was operated in this 
manner until 1920, when the citi- 
zens voted to sell it to H. K. 
Porter, of California. S. P. 
James was mayor when the plant 
was sold. Mr. Porter immed- 
iately placed the plant on a 
twenty four hour operating sche- 
dule. He owned and operated it 
several years and then sold it to 
the comnany that was the prede- 
cessor of the Missouri Utilities 
Company, and they have all 
given Tipton excellent service. 

The old (and, I sunpose it was 
the first) City Hall was an iron 
clad frame building on the site 
of the present City Hall, This 
old building was on ground lecas- 
ed from. the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Company, and consist- 
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ed of a council room, jail and 
fire house. When this building 
was torn down, about 1930, the 
board had it’s meeting place up- 
stairs over the old post office, 
in the building owned by A. F. 
Martin. The electric light plant 
building was remodeled into a 
council room, fire station, jail 
and warehouse for supplies and 
street machinery. It was used 
in this manner until August 25, 
1950, when it was sold to Dr. 
H. P. Stonner. The city hall 
was then moved to the upstairs 
over the Tipton Hardware Store 
for several months. In 1947 
bonds were voted, in the amount 
of $25,000, to erect a city hall, 
. which was completed in 1952. 
It was built on land purchased 
from the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road and sets in the same loca- 
tion as the old building did, on 
the Ward Line, dividing the East 
and West Wards. Being built 
on the Ward Line, it provides a 
Polling place for each ward. It 
consists of a council room, as- 
sembly room for public meet- 
ings, a fire station, jail, rest 
rooms and an office room, which 
is rented. The building and 


grounds are well kept and the 
entire community as well as the 
city enjoys the privilege of hav- 
ing this fine building. 
September 12, 1933 bonds, in 
the amount of $63,000, were vot- 
ed by a large majority, to install 
a water and sanitary sewer sys- 
tems. Construction was com- 
pleted and the systems put into 
use in 1935. In 1947 bonds, in 
the amount of $89,500 were vot- 
ed, to make additions to the wat- 
er and sewer systems and for a 
city hall. The water system con- 
sists of two wells, each 750 feet 
deep, an elevated tank of 75,000 
gallons capacity and approxi- 
mately twelve miles of mains. 
The sewer system is about the 
same length. A sewage dispos- 
al plant is located at the north- 
east corner of the city. In Sep- 
tember 1956 bonds, in the am- 
ount of $152,000, were voted for 
water and sewer line extensions 
and the building of a sewage la- 
goon. Thirty acres of land, just 
to the south of the city limits 
was purchased from Douglas 
Hays on which to build the la-

‘new fire truck. All of this 
work has now been completed 
and the mayor and board are 
icontemplating the building of 
another sewage lagoon to replace 
the worn disposal plant at the 
northeast part of the city. 

| There was a plot of ground 
between Saline Street and How- 
ard Street that was originally 
platted as a “Public Square”, 
which has now been converted to 
the use of the Tri-County A & M 
Society. This Association pur- 
chased additional ground east 
of the “Square” for a Fair 
Grounds, and has held twelve 
Fairs at this location. 

Our local electric company, 
the. Missouri Utilities Company, 
gets it’s power from the Bagnell 
Dam. Our natural gas is sup- 
plied by the Gas Service Com- 
pany by pipe line. The United 
Tclephone Company has it’s dis- 
trict office located here, in their 
own building. The Co-Mo Elec- 
tric Co-Op Incorporated owns 
it’s office building and warehouse 
and maintains several thousands 
of miles of service lines. 


In 1936 A. F. Martin started 
in operation a Garment Factory,

moved to a new building, which 
was erected by E. Athena of EIl- 
don, for this purpose and stands 
just west of the City Hall. 

There have been eighteen ad- 
ditions made to the original town 
of Tipton, namely: Maclay; Byrd; 
Thomas First, Second and Third; 
Boyd & Gwinner; Fowler; Snor- 
grass First and Second; Quigley 
Heights; Finley; Park View 
Heights; Stonner and _ Bixler; 
Grazier; Hainen, Mothers Club 
Park; Geiser, Hardy. These ad- 
ditions have all had quite a lit- 
tle development. Since Septem- 
br Ist, 1950, ninety four build- 
ing permits for new residences 
have been issued. Quite a num- 
ber of commercial and industrial 
buildings, too, have been erected 
as well as a goodly number of 
additions and alterations to both 
residences and busincssy build- 
Ings. Outstanding among our 
new business buildinus is the

buildings in the state. We feel 
that the officers of this bank 
paid the community quite a vote 
of confidence by putting up this 
kind of building, and reflects 
their opinion of the type of pro- 
gress existing in our city.

Thirty-four years ago, when 
Missouri Utilities Company 
came to this communtiy, electri- 
city was used only for lighting, 
and had been available in most 
communities only during the 
evening hours. On Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, 1924, a 33,000 volt 
transmission line was completed 
sufficiently to make 24-hour ser- 
vice available to Tipton from 
Sedalia. At that time, only 
about half of the homes were 
wired for electric service. There 
were no electrical appliances of 
any kind being used; therefore, 
the Missouri Utilities Company 
did the pioneering in this field, 
and had men trained to install 
and service electric refrigerators, 
ranges, and other’ appliances. 
Campaigns were held in the 
towns to show the people the 
advantages of electrical appli- 
ances. Electric iron and wash- 
ing machine campaigns were 
held to introduce them the 
community. 

Today, as a result, electric ser- 
vice is considered essential in the 
construction of new homes and 
businesses. No home is com- 
plete without at least one elec- 
tric refrigerator, radio and a 
T-V set, along with all kinds of 
other labor saving devices which 
makes every home and business 
much more attractive and effi- 
cient. 

Electric power has become a 
“must” in the locating of all 
kinds of businesses and indus- 
tries, and the Missouri Utilities 
Co. has cooperated with all in- 
terested citizens and organiza- 
tions to secure these things in 
order that the community may 
be better served and employ- 
ment will be provided to the 
people here.

The first Sisters to teach in 
the parish school were Sisters of 
the Precious Blood from O’Fal- 
lon, Mo.

Father Kueper served the par- 
; ish for 52 years. He resigned

Sisters of St. Francis of Neva- 
da, Mo. replaced the Milwaukee 
Franciscans in 1931.

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1956 saw the installation of.a 
Hammond church organ which 
replaced the pipe organ after a 
service of sixty one years. 

1957 was the year of the par- 
ish centennial. Preparations for 
this event included a general re- 
juvenation of parish property. 
The church and convent were 
sand-blasted and turk pointed; 
the inside of the church was re- 
decorated. 

On September 1, the first of a 
three day celebration, saw fifty 
seven Sisters assembled. These 
were visiting daughters of the 
parish and friends. 

The day began with a Solemn 
High Mass which was sung by 
the Sisters, a banquet at noon 
and open house, to relatives and 
friends, in Kueper Center in the 
afternoon. 

September 10, the second day 
of celebration, was Priest’s Day. 
Pontifical High Mass, with the 
Most Rev. Joseph M. Marling, 
Bishop of Jefferson City, Mo. as 
celebrant, opened the day’s cere- 
monies. Among those present 
were one priest. from Rome, 
Italy; one from Santiago, Chili; 
five from the state of Kansas 
and many from points over the 
state of Missouri. Several mem- 
bers of Missouri’s Official Fami- 
ly were also present. A dinner 
was served at 1 pv. m. followed 
by open house. 

The last day of the centennial 
was held on September 15, and 
as before, began with a High 
Mass of Thanksgiving. At noon 
a basket dinner was scrv2d in 
Kueper Center, which was at- 
tended b: narishioners and many 
former members of the parish. 
This closed the festal days, which 
will remain a hanpy memory for 
all who participated. 

On Monday, S°ntember 16, a 


‘Requiem High Mass was read 


for all deceased. members of the 
parish, who had lived in the 
years 1857 to 1957 and who had 
helped in the success of St. An- 
drew’s. 

Three members cf ‘ne parish 
are ordained priests. Three more 
who have attained this high goal, 
were born and lived their early 
vears here, At the present time 
three are studying to reach this 
aim; to labor in the Vineyard of 
the Master, 

Fifty voung women chose to 
enond their lives in the serviee 
of eleven different religious com- 


munities. Several are now de- 
‘ceased, 

In this, the year of our city’s 
centennial, another great honor 
has come to our parish. Our be- 
loved pastor, Father Breit, on 
June 21, was notified by the 
Most Rev. Joseph M. Marling, of 
his appointment as a Domestic 
Prelate, by His Holiness, Pope 
Pius XII, with the title Right 


'Reverend Monsignor. Friends of 


Monsignor Breit rejoice with 
him and his parishioners’ are 
proud of the recognition that has 
so deservedly come to him. 


| Among active organizations in 


the parish are: the Choir, Holy 
Name Society (Senior and Jun- 
ior), Blessed Virgin Sodality 
(Senior and Junior), Knights of 
Columbus, Daughters of Isabella,

St. Andrew’s has always had a 
splendid record in various facets 
of community life. Four mem- 
bers made the supreme sacrifice 
in our Nation’s conflicts and 
many, many more have served 
their country in the wars of a 
century. 

Never a drive or plan for the 
good of church, community or 
nation has found our people in 
other than willing participation. 
May we add here that many of 
our non-Catholic friends have 
co-operated most generously in 
our plans also. 

We would imention also’ the 
names of assislant pastors who 
have served our parish. They 
are: The Reverends George Wil- 
Iems, L. J. Herzog, I, H. Lehman,

St. Andrew’s parish has been 
with in the jurisdiction of three 
dioceses in the time of its exist- 
ence.

was within the boundaries of the

On September 10, 1880 the 
Diocese of Kansas Cit:' came into 
existence and Tipton came into

I remember the night of the 
train robbery attributed to the 
James boys. Our home was on 
old state road 12, now highway 
50, less than a quarter of a mile 
north of robber’s cut on the Mo. 
Pacific Railroad where the train 
was robbed. Strange horses 
and riders were noticed in the 
neighborhood several times pre- 
vious to the happening. A horse 
was as well known as his rider 
and never wore a mask. 

We heard the train stop in the 
ut in the rock, about nine o’clock 
in the evening. We saw the 
riders and horses pass the house 
about a half hour afterwards. 
One man was apprehended and 
spent some time in the county 
jail at Boonville. He was ques- 
tioned by my grandfather, and 
admitted that he was familiar 
with the horses described, but 
did not admit the robbery. 

About 1850 Charles Gallag- 
her, from New York, entered a 
section of land on the prairie 
west of Tipton. (This farm lat- 


er was known as the Felix 
Scheerer farm. It is on No. 50 
highway). 


Gallagher selected this land 
agxinst the advice of friends be- 
cause it was four miles from 
water and two miles from tim- 
ber. Neighbors from miles 
around came to Gallagher’s aid 
and in a few days built a log 
house for him. 

An incident of these pioneer- 
ing days serves to illustrate the 
open and unsettled condition of 
Moniteau Co. at that time. A 
neighbor, Peter Joe Smith, had 
passed the Gallagher land one 
day prior to the building of the 
log house. When he returned 
(some days later) along the 
winding path that crossed and 
reerossed through this open 
country he came upon the new 
house and, not having sen it be- 
fore, became confused, lost his 
bearing and was thrown off his 
wily,

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History of the 
Presbyterian Church 


In the Presbytery Report for 
May 1867 the Rev. J. Addison 
Whitaker gives this account of 
the beginnings at Tipton: “Sev- 
eral months ago I was notified 
by Rev. A. T. Norton that he had 
been informed that Tipton, a lit- 
tle town on the east side of our 
beautiful prairie, thirty miles 
east of Jefferson City, has been 
unoccupied by any Presbyterian 
, clergyman since the death of Mr. 
Chapin, and desired me to visit 
the place and make a report to 
him. I went, sometime after I 
received a petition signed by 
fifty of the citizens of that place 
praying me to come at my ear- 
liest convenience and organize 
a Presbyterian Church. I fixed 
upon a Sabbath to spend with

For the first few years this 
church was supplied irregularly 
and only a part of the time. In 
October 1872, Rev. Alexander 
Walker from Scotland, who had 
been preaching at Otterville, 
was installed as pastor. He re- 
mained until January 1883. Dur- 
ing Mr. Walker’s ministry, 133 
members were added to the 
church, 66 on profession of faith, 
67 by letter. “There was seldom 
a year when contributions were 
not made to all the Boards of the 
Church. Fully $10,000 was rais- 
ed for all purposes; and the fee- 
ble, dependent congregation be- 
came strong and self sustaining. 
That is the kind of work that 
counts something in our chur- 
ches” wri‘es John B. Hill in hig 
book “Preshytery of Kansas City, 
1821-1901”. This was indeed a 
contrast to the 1872 report to 
'General Assembly ten years pre-

Soon after the departure of 
Mr. Walker, when he accepted a 
call to the Butler church, a suc- 
cessor was found in the person

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The History of 


Tipton Methodist Church 


The first Methodist Sunday 
School in Tipton was organized 
by Andrew Atkenson, the ma- 
ternal grandfather of Mrs. Lillie 
Lewis of Tipton. The exact 
date is not known, but it oc- 
curred sometime between 1840 
and 1855. The Sunday School 
met each week in Mr. Atkenson’s 
home, five miles southwest of 
Tipton. 

This small band of worship- 
ers continued to meet and later 
organized a church, served by a 
circuit rider who was paid per- 
sonally by Mr. Atkenson until 
the group grew financially able 
to hire a regular pastor. 

The regular church services 
were held in Tipton’s  publie 
school, then on Morgan Street. 
This brick building is now own- 
ed by B. A. Hainen. 

Mrs. Mary Atkenson Charles, 
the mother of Mrs. Lillie Lewis, 
and Isaac Shelby Ferguson, the 
grandfather cf Claude, Stanley, 
and Claire Ferguson of Tipton, 
were charter members of this 
first church. Mrs. Atkenson 
Charles’ two sisters, Jane and 
Sarah, and her two brothers, 
George and William Nation At-

A portion of this first church 
building still is in used. It is 
presently owned by Mrs. Gene 
Norman, M. M. Hinesly oper- 
ates an insurance agency in the 
building. Henry Akins and Mr. 
Wisner occupy apartments in the 
building. 

A lot on Cooper Street was 
donated to the church by W. M. 
Ferguson, the father of Stanley 
Ferguson, and the parsonage 
was moved to that location 
sometime around 1904 or 1905. 
It was moved to make room for 
the erection of the present church 
building, which was dedicated 
September 24, 1905, by the Pre- 
siding Elder of the District, Rev. 
E. J. Hunt. In Methodism no 
church building, improvements, 
or additions may be dedicated 
until debt free. The exact date 
when construction began on this 
building is not known. Rev. 
Crippen was the pastor serving 
the charge during this relocation 
and building program. The 
pastoral charge consisted of both 
Fortuna and Tipton Methodist 
Churches. j 

In June, 1941, a basement was 
excavated under the church 
building, with practically all the 
labor being donated by mem- 
bers and friends of the congre- 
tion. : 

In June, 1954, ground was 
broken for the erection of the 
present five-room annex which 
joins the north side of the church 
building. Rev. M. A. Thomas was 
pastor of the charge at the time 


of this building program, with 
George Newkirk supervising the’ 


construction. The dedication of 
the annex was delayed — until 
Sunday, May 7, 1956,.in order to 
obtain the services of Bishop 
Eugene Frank of St. Louis for 
this historical occasion. 

The annex was built and paid 
for in less than a year at an-ap- 
proximate cost of $6,500, by a 
congregation of less than one 
hundred members. 

On May 7, 1956, the pastor, 
Rev. Clarle Woll, now of St. 
_ Louis, held a ground-breaking 


Roy Finley, just east of her, 
home on Randloph Street. The 
parsonage was built and paid 
for within a year, at a cost of 
$11,000. The church’s present 
pastor, Rev. Norman Logan, and 
his family are the second occu- 
pants of the parsonage. The old 
parsonage on Cooper Street was 
sold in May, 1956, to Mr. and 
Mrs. Arnold Dueber, who reside 
there. 


| ‘The church has enjoyed a long 


and interesting history. It has 
continued to grow in spiritual 
power and has served the com- 
munity well. It now has a full- 
time minister, who assumed 
these duties on June 1, 1958.° 
The Fortuna Methodist Church 
is served by the same pastor, 
Rev. Logan, who conducts ser- 
vices at Fortuna each Sunday at 
9:30 a. m., and drives to Tipton 
immediately afterward to con- 
duct services at 10:45 a. m. 
The church has a fully organ- 
ized Sunday School at the pre- 
sent time, with 125 enrolled. 
Nelson Stonner is Sunday School 
Superintendent. Mrs. Lloyd Car- 
ter is Superintendent of the 
Children’s Division. Mrs. Fra- 
sier McVean is President of the 
active Women’s Society of Chris- 
tian Service, and Marilyn Pres- 
tage is President of the Metho- 


dist Youth Fellowship. 
Rev. J. T. Ricketts, now of 
Marionville, Missouri, held the 


longest pastorate in the history 
of the church, six years. The 
oldest living member of the 
church is Mrs. Lottie Vanderhoof 
of Tipton, The youngest mem- 
ber is Richard Allen Mortenson, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Mortenson.

In the fall of 1897 in Bunce- 
ton, Mo., the firm of Schwickrath 
und Kline was organized, Mr. 
Kline having purchased half in- 
terest of William Boschert. 

The store was known as Sch- 
wickrath and Kline Hardware 
and Implements. Business was 
good and the store continued to 
operate successfully for two 
years. At this time Bunceton 
was a small inland community, 
having no church or school fa- 
cilities suitable for these fami- 
lies. Neither did they have 
highways or farm to market 
roads, as we have today. 

Mr. Schwickrath and Mr. Kline 
were compelled to drive teams 
of horses and buggies 12 miles 
to church on Sunday, in snow, 
mud and dust. 

Realizing the necessity of 
church and school, two main 
fundamentals in life as well as 
in business, they decided to move 
to Tiplon, a_ flourishing little 
town with a railroad, church and 
a school. 

They located in the only avail- 
able place, now known as the

O. W. Kline has successfully 
continued to operate the store 
with the assistance of his wife 
and son James. 


The firm is now known as the 
O. W. Kline Hardware Store and 
is one of the oldest business 
places in Tipton, And Tipton is 
a good town to live in. 

The success of this firm is due

Not 
a tree was {o be seen, no build- 
ings, no fences, no human voice 
broke the stillness. <A _ solitary 
intruder looking upon the scene 
might truthfully have said: 
“This is the prairie’ primeval,” 
For any siga of human lif2 one 
must travel three miles north to 
found Tiill, where Wm. Tipton 
Seeley kept a department store. 
Here he sold needl:s, pins; hecep 
skirts, whale bone, and _ fine 
dress goods, such a bembazine, 
alpaca, brocade, also calico, 
jeans, praivie plows, coffee, su- 
gar, shoes, hats, cte. He also 
Joaned money. Farmers were 
far away and man» miles apart 
and when any necessities were 
required a trip had to be made 
to Round Hill. ‘There were no 
muddy roads io follow, and one 
just started out in the gencral 
direction of Round Hill, across 
the prairie, the tough — prairie 
sod making a firm eushion for 
the team wand wagon. 


Early in 1858 the - railroad 
survey - hed “heen oxmpleted 
through here, and Mr, Tipton 


Seeley had a town surveyed and 
laid out where the rai!zoad was 
supposed ta sien. Tt was in lhon- 
or of this, and the fact that he 
owned the tract or land, that the 


town was named Tipton. The 
lot sale took place March 1, 
1658. In August of the same 


year, the railroad from St. Louis 
was completed to Tipton and 
one year later to Syracuse. 
Bight months after the lot 
sale, Tipton contained 250 in- 
habitants. Wiad this rate cf in- 
crease continued we might in 
time have become a rival of St.

The first newspaper was edit- 
ed by Chas. I. Habicht. From 
1871 Mr. Browder published the 
Tipton Advance unal 1877, 
when A. Marcy & Son establish- 
ead tne Tipion Times, which I 
think has had only the following 
editors gince: Mr. Wait ionrse, 
succeeded by his youngest son, 
Russell WMenroe, at chat time the 
youngest editor in the state. He 
sold to Mr. Joe Goddard, who 
was succeeded by Mrs. Goddard, 
until Mr. Pizer became its edi- 
tor. 

The story of Tipton during the 
Civil War is quite interesting. 
Parts of both armies frequently 
passed through and while they 
were stationed here social life 
fiourished. The accounts of par- 
ties and balls given at that time, 
that I have heard, are enough to 
turn the modern girl green with 
envy. Each family has handed 
down a large number of intcr- 
esting incidents altogether en- 
ough to fill quite a volume. 


One thing we rarely appreci- 
ate is the persistence required to 
grow trees here. Bor many 
years, the settlers planted shade 
trees, year after year, only to 
see them die. Povlar trees were 
the first that could be induced 
fo grow, but after reveated ef- 
forts and failures other kinds be- 
gan to x-ourish, with, what de- 
gree of success can be seen by 
looking about our town.

A.F.& A.M. 
History of Tipton Lodge No. 55, 


By J. A. Conn 

The Missouri Grand Lodge of 
A. F. & A. M. granted a dispen- 
sation to Tipton Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M., U. D., December 15, 1958. 
Fourtcen members held meetings 
with S. H. Owens as the first 
Worshipful Master. 

June 2, 1866, a charter was 
granted to Tipton Lodge, No. 56, 
A. F. & A. M., with James Hark- 
er being elected Worshipful Mas- 
ter, the other officers being P. 
W. Fisher, Senior Warden; A. G. 


ITickman, Junior Warden; F. 
Maclanahan, Treasurer; F. W. 
Robertson, Seerelary; W. S. 


Ioward, Senior Deacon; J. W, 


Brent, Junior Deacon; B. Wood- 
rum, Tyler. 

Meetings were held in what 
the élder citizens of Tipton knew 
as the Dr. Maclanahan building. 
This building was situated on 
East Moniteau Street on the west 
side of the lot where the Roy 
Hofstetter residence now stands. 
Later the meeting place was in 
the upstairs rooms of the build- 
ing, now owned by A. F. Martin, 
and for several years housed the 
Post Office and now occupied by 


the Rowles T. V.4 and Radio 
Store. About 1917 the Lodge 
moved to the 1.0.0.F, building, 


where tt meets at the present 


time. In 1922, with J. A. Conn 
‘as Worshipful Master, the Ma- 
sons purchased the building and 
furniture from the Odd Fellow 
Lodge. The lower room has 
been occupied by the Missouri 
Utilities Company, and their of- 
fice and storeroom is still locat- 
ed in it. About 1950 an addition 
was made to the building at the 
rear and the full two stories.

In 1919 a group of local far- 
mers pui up $25,000 for stock to 
form a farmers cooperative and 
purchased an elevator from A, L. 
Finley. In 1936 this cooperative, 
up to then called the Farmers 
Elevator Co., was reorganized 
as a non-stock, non-profit co- 
operative and renamed the MFA 
Cooperative Association. 

During this period from 1919 
to 1936 more than $24,000 was 
paid back to patrons in cash re- 
funds, and stockholders receiv- 
ed dividends totaling $20,415. 

Beginning a few years prior 
to 1914, when the first farm club 
in Missouri was organized by a 
small group of farmers in Chari- 
ton County, farmers were being 
urged by a man called William 
Hirth to get together and coop-! 
eratively purchase their farm 
supplies. The imagination of

First Christian Church 


The Christian Church of Tip- 
ton was organized immediately 
after 1858, and continued to 
worship in the pioneer school 
house of the town. This society | 
was organized out of the old 
Pleasant Grove Society, with 
Charles Brookins and wife, M.' 
Carey and wife, J. B. Stephens 
and wife, William Stephens and 
wife, Dr. Miller and mother, 
J. D. Miller, while William Red- 
mon still continued a member 
of the Pleasant Grove Church. | 
The society used a house  be- 
longing to William Redmon, 
which he moved and. fitted up 
as a church in the rear of the 
present store, (which is now the 
Tipton Tlotel) which was used 


up lo the close of 1888, when the 


new house on Osage Avenue was 
commenced, to which Mr. Red- 
mon and family gave about 
$1200.00. The leading preachers 
were Messrs. Tennison, O. P. 
Davis, W. H. Embry, Rev. Rains, 
Charles Laycock, O. P. Shrout, 
and’John W. Bolton, who was 
here in 1888. The membership 
in 1889 was about 30; but prior 
to the disorganization, caused by 
the war, the number was much 
larger. 

Prior to the Civil War ser- 
vices were held in a_ building 
that was located east of what is 
known as the Walt Monroe resi- 
dence, During the Civil War 
this building was used as a hos- 
pital. , 

In Mareh 1871 a new location 


was chosen, a small _ building 
just south of the City Hotel was 
used and there was a member- 
ship of about 19 persons. 

In June 1888 a Christian 
Church building was erected on 
the present site and this new 
church had a charter member- 
ship of 39 persons. This build- 
ing was used constantly for the 
next 53 years. It was repaired 
and remodeled to suit the needs 
of a growing church, Early in 
the year of 1941 it was decided 
that a new Christian Church 
should be built. 

On Tuesday evening, April 
8th, 1941 a farewell service was 
held in the old building with 
sented. 

The next day the workmen 
started tearing down the old 
church to make way for a new 
and more modern building. 

On Saturday afternoon at 
2:30 p. m. October 18th, 1941, a 
ground breaking ceremony was 
held. Rev. Freeman acted as 
leader for a short service, after 
which Mrs. S. H. Redmon turned 
the first spade-full of earth. 

Work progressed on the build- 
ing of the new church as we 
were able to have it.done, some 
donating their time and services 
in actual work and. others by 
donating money. When the 
church building was completed 
in April 1944 it was “debt-free.” 

The first meeting to be held 
in the new building was an 
Easter Sunrise servie on Sun- 
day morning, April 9th, 1944 at 
8 o’clock. 

On Tuesday evening, April 
11th a revival meeting was start- 
ed with Rev. Charles M. Nining- 
er, of Park Valley, Oklahoma as 
evangelist and Mrs. Nininger in 
charge of the music. Services 
closed on Thursday’ evening, 
April 27 with 36 new members 
added to the church. 

During this meeting the young 
people of our church organized a 
‘Christian Endeavor Society, se- 
lecting as their leader. Mrs. Clay 
Howard. This is a growing and 
very active branch of our church 
today, . 

The first Missionary Society 
mecting was held in the new 
church on Thursday afternoon, 
May 4, 1944.
